A certificate  of  efficiency  in  assaying  will,  upon 
payment  of  the  prescribed  fee  ($15),  be  issued  to 
each  successful  candidate,  which  certificate  shall  be 
considered  as  a licence  to  practise  assaying  in 
British  Columbia ; and  notice  is  hereby  given  that 
only  those  holding  such  certificate  of  proficiency  or 
licence  will  be  allowed  to  act  as  assayers  in  this 
Province,  under  penalty,  as  provided  by  the  Act. 
Exemption  froji  Examination. 

In  accordance  with  subsection  (2)  of  section  12 
of  the  Act,  graduates  of  certain  Schools  of  Mines 
and  Colleges  may  be  exempt  from  examinations, 
and  may,  upon  satisfying  the  examiners,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Act,  receive  such  certificate  of  compe- 
tency or  licence,  upon  payment  of  the  fee  therefor 
($15). 

The  examination  will  consist  chiefly  of  the  prac- 
tical assaying  of  samples,  and  while  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines  will  provide  all  the  apparatus  and 
chemicals  usually  necessary,  it  will  not  undertake 
to  provide  any  special  or  unusual  appliances  or 
chemicals  which  might  be  called  for,  and  if  a 
candidate  should  require  such  he  will  have  to  pro- 
vide them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such 
platinum  ware  and  sets  of  weights  as  they  may 
require,  as  these  will  not  be  furnished  at  the 
examination. 

The  Department  of  Mines  will  make  no  charge 
for  the  use  of  chemicals  or  apparatus,  but  a candi- 
date will  be  charged  for  all  breakages  or  unneces- 
sary loss  caused  by  him.

Council,  without  any  notice  other  than  the  publica- 
tion hereinafter  set  out,  may  by  resolution  order 
and  direct  that  any  such  brush,  trees,  shrubs, 
stumps,  shacks,  rubbish,  or  debris  shall,_  within 
such  time  as  the  Council  by  such  resolution  may 
determine  (not  being  less  than  two  weeks  from  the 
date  of  the  last  publication  hereinafter  mentioned), 
be  cleared  off,  cut  down,  removed,  and  destroyed, 
and  that  such  resolution  shall  be  published  in  a

To  amend  subsection  (2)  of  section  23  of  the 
“ Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1900,  Amendment 
Act,  1907,”  by  inserting  after  the  word  “ up,”  in 
the  second  line  thereof,  the  words  “ widening,  pro- 
longing.” 

To  amend  section  23  of  the  “ V ancouver  In- 
corporation Act,  1900,  Amendment  Act,  1907,”  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  subsection 

(4) 

“(4.)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  con- 
tained, the  Council,  in  the  case  of  the  opening-up, 
widening,  prolonging,  or  extending  of  any  street, 
lane,  alley,  or  highway,  may  by  by-law  provide  that 
the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  such  work  chargeable 
against  the  property  benefited  thereby  shall  be 
assessed  and  levied  by  special  rate  on  such  property 
according  to  the  assessed  value  thereof : Provided, 
however,  that  this  subsection  shall  not  prejudice  or 
affect  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  Council  under 
subsection  f4)  of  the  preceding  section  22  hereof.”

sum  prior  to  completing  or  proceeding  with  the 
construction  of  such  local  improvements,  and  may 
also  include  in  such  by-law  the  amount  of  any  debts 
authorized  by  any  by-l.aws  passed  in  the  same  year 
under  the  general  borrowing  powers  and  any  debts 
of  the  city  created  by  the  Legislature,  and  may 
direct  the  issue  in  one  series  of  the  debentures  or 
stock  authorized  to  be  issued  by  all  or  any  of  such 
by-laws  with  the  debentures  or  stock  to  be  issued 
for  raising  the  amount  estimated  for  local  improve- 
ments as  aforesaid,  and  may  provide  for  a sinking 
fund,  or  make  the  debt  payable  by  instalments  of 
principal  and  interest  as  provided  by  the  principal 
Act  in  regard  to  borrowing  money,  and  may  extend 
the  time  for  payment  of  the  debt  in  either  of  such 
methods  for  such  length  of  time  as  the  Council  may 
deem  necessary,  notwithstanding  that  the  frontage 
or  property  assessments  in  connection  with  such 
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local  improvements  may  be  payable  at  one  or  more 
different  periods,  and  may  consolidate  any  such 
debts  by  one  or  more  such  by-laws,  and  for  the 
I)urp()se'  of  making  the  dates  of  payment  uniform 
may,  without  resubmitting  any  by-law,  change  the 
date  of  payment  or  maturity  of  the  debentures  or 
stock  authorized  to  be  issued  by  any  by-law  for  the 
bori’owing  of  money;  and  that,  in  case  any  such 
change  in  the  payment  period  is  made,  a recompu- 
tation shall  be  made  of  the  amount  necessary  for 
the  annual  levy  of  sinking  fund  or  instalment  of 
principal  and  interest,  and  that  it  shall  not  be 
necessai'y  to  submit  to  the  electoi’S  any  by-law  of 
any  nature  above  mentioned. 

14.  To  repeal  sections  2.33  to  235,_  inclusive,  of 
the  principal  Act,  as  enacted  by  section  10  of  the 
“ Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1900,  Amendment 
Act,  1907,”  and  to  enact  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow-

“(c. ) That  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  hold 
office  for  the  length  of  time  hereinbefore  provided 
by  this  Act. 

“(d.)  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control 
shall  hold  office  as  follows : — 

“At  the  first  election  the  member  who  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  and  the  member  who 
received  the  second  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
continue  in  office  for  two  years  from  the  date  of 
their  election,  and  from  that  time  onward  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected ; and  the 
two  members  who  receive  respectively  the  third  and 
fourth  highest  number  of  votes  shall  continue  in 
office  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election, 
and  from  that  time  onward  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected. 

“ In  each  year  succeeding  the  said  first  election 
of  such  last-mentioned  members  there  shall  be 
elected  as  many  members  of  said  Board  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  fill  the  places  of  the  members  whose 
terms  of  office  then  expire,  so  as  to  complete  or 
continue  the  full  complement  of  four  members,  and 
such  members  as  are  elected  in  each  succeeding 
year  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  the  date 
of  their  election,  and  from  that  time  onward  until 
their  successors  sludl  have  been  elected. 

“ In  case  of  a tie  at  any  such  election  the  Re- 
turning Officer  shall  have  a casting-vote. 

“(3.)  Candidates  for  the  office  of  Controllers 
shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Mayor  and  nominated  and  elected,  and  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  providing  for  the  nomina- 
tion and  election  of  Mayor,  including  qualifications, 
disqualifications,  controverted  elections,  election  by 
acclamation,  and  filling  of  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  iu  the  said  office,  shall,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  vuitaiis  mntandis,  apply  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  Controllers. 

“ Candid.ates  for  the  office  of  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  candidates  for  the 
office  of  such  ^layor  and  Aldermen  are  nominated 
and  elected  under  this  Act,  and  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  providing  for  the  nomination  and  election 
of  IMayor  and  Aldernnm,  including  qualifications, 
disqualifications,  controverted  elections,  election  by 
acclamation,  and  filling  of  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  any  such  office,  shall,  except  as  otherwise 
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provided  herein,  muiatis  imitandis,  apply  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  such  INIayor  and 
Aldermen. 

“(4.)  The  Council  may  fix  by  by-law  herein- 
before mentioned  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

“(5.)  'While  sitting-  in  Council  each  Alderman 
and  each  Controller  .shall  have  one  vote,  and  the 
Mayor  shall  have  a casting-vote. 

“2.34.  (1.)  The  Board  of  Control  shall  be  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Council,  three  members 
of  which  shall  constitute  a quorum,  and  the  Board 
shall  hold  daily  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  by-law  hereinbefore  mentioned  ; and 
it  shall  be  tbe  duty  of  said  Board  of  Control  as 
such  executive  committee  : — 

“(a.)  To  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  proposed 
e.xpenditure  of  the  year  and  submit  s.ame  to  the 
Council  for  its  considei'ation.  The  Council  shall 
not  appropriate  or  expend,  nor  shall  any  officer 
thereof  expend  or  direct  the  expenditure  of,  any 
sura  or  sums  not  included  or  provided  for  by  such 
estimates  or  b.v  any  special  estimates  duly  certified 
by  said  Board  without  the  aflirmative  vote  of  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council  present  and 
voting  authorizing  such  appropriation  or  expendi- 
ture ; but  this  provision  shall  not  extend  to  the 
payment  of  any  debenture  or  debts  or  liability  law- 
fully contracted  and  payable  or  to  the  interest 
thereon  : 

“(&.)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council, 
prepare  specifications  for  and  award  all  contracts, 
and  for  all  purposes  to  call  for  all  tenders  for 
works,  materials,  and  supplies,  implements  or 
machinery,  or  any  other  goods  or  property  for  the 
use  of  the  city,  and  to  report  their  action  to  the 
Council  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  Upon  the 
opening  of  any  tenders  the  Board  shall  require  the 
presence  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  sub-head 
of  any  department  with  which  the  sub.ject-matter 
of  such  tender  is  concerned,  and  also  of  the  City 
Solicitor  if  necessary  : 

(c. ) To  inspect  and  report  to  the  Council,  when 
requested  by  it,  upon  all  municipal  works  being 
carried  on  or  in  progress  within  the  city : 

“(d. ) Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council,  to 
appoint  heads  of  departments  and  sub-departments, 
and,  after  a favourable  report  by  the  head  of  a 
department,  clerks  of  departments  and  sub-depart- 
ments. or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  of  a head 
of  a department  or  sub-department,  after  a favour- 
able report  b.v  the  head  of  the  department  or  such 
person  who  may  have  been  temporarily  appointed 
to  act  in  that  capacit.v,  and  to  recommend  the 
salaries  to  be  paid  to  such  heads  of  departments, 
sub-departments,  and  clerks,  and  the  Council  shall 
pay  such  salaries  as  shall  be  recommended  as 
aforesaid  ; 

“fc. ) To  suspend  or  recommend  for  dismissal 
any  head  of  a department  or  sub-department,  clerk, 
or  employee,  .and  to  report  such  suspension  to  the 
Council.  Where  any  head  of  a department  has 
been  suspended  b.v  tbe  Board,  he  shall  not  be  re- 
instated by  the  Council  iniless  by  a majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  present  and  voting: 

“(/.)  To  prescribe  b.v  regulation  or  resolution 
the  duties  of  all  officers,  assistants,  and  employees, 
servants,  or  workmen  as  m:iy  bo  appointed,  engaged, 
or  employed  by  the  city. 

“(2.)  The  Council  may  by  by-law  or  resolution 
imi)ose  upon  or  assign  to  the  Board  of  Control 
such  other  duties  as  to  the  Council  may  seem  meet. 

“(.3.)  In  all  cases  where  it  is  sought  to  reverse, 
set  aside,  or  var.v  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol, or  where  a ma.iorit.v  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  present  and  votiiig  is  required  for  any 
purpo.se,  the  votes  of  yeas  and  nays  shall  bo  re- 
corded in  the  minutes  of  the  Council. 

“(4.)  The  Boai'd  of  School  Trustees,  the  Board 
of  Police  Commissioners,  and  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment of  the  Public  Library  of  the  city,  respectively, 
and  all  other  governing  boards  of  the  city  now  or 
hereafter  to  be  constituted,  shall  furnish  to  the 
.said  Board  of  Control,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  February  in  each  year,  their  several  and  respec- 
tive annual  estimates. 

“(5.)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  con- 
tained, the  duties  herein  assigned  to  the  Board  of 
Control  shall  be  discharged  exclusively  by  the  said 
Board. 


“23.5.  (1.)  Sections  2.3.3  and  2.34  shall  not  come 
into  force  unless  and  until  the  Council  shall,  before 
the  final  passage  of  the  by-law  required  by  the  said 
section,  submit  the  said  by-law  to  the  electors  en- 
titled to  vote  for  money  by-laws  under  section  10.3 
of  this  Act  and  amendments  thereto,  in  the  same 
manner,  as  to  giving  notice  thereof  and  taking  the 
vote,  as  is  provided  for  the  submission  of  money 
by-laws  by  said  section  103  and  amendments 
thereto. 

“(2.)  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  returns  of  the 
votes  cast,  the  City  Clerk  shall  add  up  the  votes, 
and  if  it  appears  from  such  returns  that  the  votes 
cast  for  such  b.v4aw  be  three-fifths  of  the  votes  of 
the  poll,  the  City  Clerk  shall  declare  such  by-law 
carried,  otherwise  he  shall  declare  it  lost.  In  the 
event  of  such  by-law  being  carried,  the  Council 
shall  fin.ally  pass  such  by-law.”

For  an  Act  of 
Incorporation  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  he  stated.  If  the  works  of  any  company  are 
to  be  declared  to  bo  for  the  general  advantage  of 
Canada  the  same  shall  be  specifically  mentioned  in 
the  notice,  and  a copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 


by  registeiH'd  letter  to  the  clerk  of  each  county  or 
municipality  which  may  be  specially  affected  by 
such  works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Prov- 
ince in  which  such  works  are  or  may  be  located  ; 
and  i)roof  of  such  service  of  notice  shall  be  estab- 
lislu'd  by  statutory  declaration.

Rule  76. 

All  applications  for  Prh-ale  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act. 
IStiT,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway.  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry  ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ; or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  it.s  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act. — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant  ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

In  the  British  Columria  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 
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Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  b3'  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  tiled  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  Xo  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  d'aj's  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon,  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  sha'l  be  entertained  bj'  the  House  until  the 
.same  has  been  reported'  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Ord'ers,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a i)revious  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Rills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received-  after  the 

lU',  l■('|■einlbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Anj'  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  (he  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  ivith  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depo-siting  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Sos.-aion.  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid'  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
liundTed  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-balf  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  70,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privile.ge,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  v'essels,  and,  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a dTawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

7S.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  (leneral  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  d'ctails,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  Ceneral  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted'  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

S2.  All  I’rivate  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  ai)plying  for  the  same,  and  printed-  in 
Small  Pica  tyi)e,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  j)aper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7^/^  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the_  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
read'ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  Ihrou.gh  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  repririte<l  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S.‘>,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adof)ted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  from 
application  to  the  Clerk. 


All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incoi-- 
porating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $3U0  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated-  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  slate  the  name  of  the  proposed  company.

provide  for  the  payment  of  rental  after  Lie  first 
year  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  an  acre  per  annum, 
aud  for  the  installation,  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  the  lease,  of  macliinery  and  e(iuipnient  suit- 
able for  carrying  on  prospecting  operations  on  the 
location  described  in  the  lease; 

That  representations  have  been  made  to  the  Min- 
ister of  the  Interior  that  the  financial  stringency 
resulting  from  the  war  has  rendered  it  exceedingly 
difficult  for  the  lessees  under  these  regulations 
either  to  pay  the  rental  due,  or  accruing  due  on  their 
locations,  or  obtain  the  means  with  which  to  install 
boring  machinery  necessary  to  prospect  such  loca- 
tions, and  numerous  applications  have  been  made 
to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  extensions  of 
time  within  which  to  comply  with  these  require- 
ments ;
